Applicant mainly argues that enabling the service refresh request after it has been terminated based on the new limitation that is 
introduced by the after final amendment. 

Applicant further argues that the keep alive messages of Beckle et al. do not refresh any service. As discussed in the previous office 
actions, since the claims are so broad and broadly recite "process" and "service", it is reasonable for the examiner to broadly interpret 
"refreshing" as "keep alive" messages that execute the keep alive handshaking protocol to ensure that the virtual link is still operative . 
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
